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OUR RELATIONS WITH FRANCE. 


Tux all-absorbing topic of conversation, is the probable 
action of the House of Representatives upon the documents 
relative to the claims, transmitted to that body, by the 
President of the United States. They are extracts from 
the despatches of Mr Livingston, dated Oct 4, Nov 22, 
Dec 6, and Dec 22. In the first, Mr Livingston gives the 
substance of the answer of the King of the French to the 
address presented him by Mr L. at his presentation. Phil- 
lippe assured Mr L. that the convention should be faithful- 
ly performed, and concluded ‘in the following words, ¢ I tell 
you this, not only as aking, but as an individual, whose 
promise will be fulfilled.” In the second, Mr Livingston 
does not hope for any decision before the middle of January 
and says that one motive for delay is,‘an expectation that the 
message of the President may arrive before the disc ussion, 
and that it may contain something to show a strong nation- 
ial feeling on the subject.’ * This,’ he says, is not mere 
conjecture, I know the fact.’ The King is represented) 
as sincere and extremely anxious to secure the passage of 
the law. ‘From all thie, you may imagine the anxiety I 
shall feel for the arrival of the President’s Message. On 
its tone will depend very much, not only the payment of! 
our claims, but our national reputation for energy.’ The 
third letter was written after the French Ministerial vic- 
tory in the Chambere—and Mr L. ¢ entertained better hopes 
than for some time past ;’—from the support of the minis- 
try in the Chambers, and conversation with the King and 
all the ministers. Mr L. adds, ‘The intimation I have 
conceived myself authorised to make of the serious conse- 
quences which may be expected from another rejection of 
the law, and the firm determination of our government to 
admit of no reduction or change in the treaty, I think have 
had an effcct.’ 
Io the last letter, Mr L. is ‘far from being sanguine.’— 
The despatch of Dec 6 ‘was written immediately after the 
vote of the Chamber of Deputies had, az it was thought,se- 
cured a majority to the administration, and it naturally ex- 
cited hopes which that supposition was calculated to in- 
spire.’ Mr L. soon found that the American question was 
not one on which the King and Ministers were willing to 
test their popularity. It was decided not to make ita cab. 
inet question—and an exposition containing all the argu. 
ments and facts in support of the clams was to be laid be-|| 
fore the Chambers in January.—In this letter also, Mr L. 
looks to the Peesident’s Message for assistance. ‘1 shall 
be much aided, if, by the tenor of the President’s Message] 
it is seen that we shall resent the breach of faith they con- 
templated.
